‘4.6.7 Determination of Specific Migration 


4.6.7.1 The specific migration is tested to determine the quantity of a specific 
substance that can migrate from a food packaging material or food container into 
food. Specific migration limits are usually expressed as mg/kg food. 


4.6.7.2 The sample/simulants shall be prepared using the procedure described in 
IS 9845. The testing for detection of toxic substances shall be carried out as per 
method given in Table 3. 


4.6.7.3 The limit of specific migration of all toxic substances when tested as 
prescribed in column 4 of Table 3 shall not release the substances in quantities 
exceeding the specific migration limits listed under Table 3.
